Masten, residing near Wakatomika, is 
at the Pasteur institute, Chicago, un- 
der treatment for prevention of rab- 
ies. He started from Trinway Friday 
evening and arrived in Chicago Satur- j 
day morning. He was bitten by a 
rabid dog belonging to John McCoy,' 
Wednesday about noon. 
! 


Young Masten is about 19 years of 


age and has Deen working all summer, 
and fall for McCoy who resides two 
and a half miles from Wakatomika. 
Something over three months ago a 
rabid dog made a raid down through 
the western part of this county into 
Muskingum county. It bit Mr. Mc- 
Coy's dog, snapped a boy in Dresden 
and 
was killed in Mt. Sterling 


near Zanesville. 
A portion of the 


animal's brain was sent to the Ohio 
State University and there a chemical 
analysis showed unmistakable evi- 
dence of rabies, or hydrophobia. The 
boy was sent from Dresden to Chicago 


for treatment, after tbis, but tbe de- 
lay prov«d fatal and be died after 
about six weeks of intense suffering. 


Mr. McCoy's dog was considered a 


valuable animal and tbe owner, even 
after finding the animal bad been bit- 
ten by tbe mad dog, disliked to kill 
him, but as a precautionary measure 
penned him up for a wbile. No symp- 
toms of an unusual nature appearing 
the animal was freed and tbe incident 
forgotten. 
On Wednesday young 


Masten and the. dog had a play to- 
gether in the course of which one of 
the fangs of the animal scratched a 
tiny furrow on the back of the boy% 
left hand drawing blood in one place. 


Nothing was thought of the matter 


until late in the day when the animal 
became vicious and killed a chicken in 
a ferocious manner. 
He began to 


froth at the mouth and snap at vari- 
objects finally killing two more chick- 
en* and' a pup- He was 'then killed. 


Mr. McCoy and other* of young 


Masten's friends hustled around and 
secured money for the trip to Chica- 
go. 
Grave fears are entertained, 


however that the delay of about -72 
hours may render the treatment un- 
availing. Much sympathy 
is ex- 


pressed for the family which within a 
year have been called on to bmry a son 
and brother killed under sad circum- 
stances; to see their home and house- 
hold effects destroyed by fire; and 
now to know the life of another mem- 
ber is placed in direst jeopardy.

LIFE AS A SOLDIER 


Better for Some Men Than Bein; 


Private Citizens. 


THE BOYS CAN SAVE MONEY 


LeiMterant Hampton Civet His View aid 


Adds Detail That is of Interest to 


All Young 
Men. 


Lieutenant C. E. Hampton, who is 


in charge of the local United States 
recruiting station, thinks the advan- 
tages of army life are not generally 
known. Talking to THE AGE he said: 


'I believe there are not many men 


who ever give a thought to the possi- 
ble advantages of enlisting for service 
in the United States army. 
To my 


mind the man who, in civil life, must 
depend for his living upon his unskill- 
ed labor, would be far better off phys- 
ically and financially if he went into 
the army and made it his life work. 
The smallest sum he can draw in cash 
is $13 a month. If he goes for foreign 
service this is at once increased 20 per 
cent or to $15.60. If he remains in 
the United States he is pretty certain 
to be detailed to extra duty if he has 
special knowledge of any line of wors, 
and that will bring him in 50 cents a 
day extra. When he has completed 
three years continuous service his pay 
is increased $1 a month. 
For four 


years it is increased $2 a month. For 
five years 83 a month, the sixth to the 
tenth year of continuous service $5 a 
month additional,and for every period 
of five years thereafter 81 a month 
more. By the time he has served five 
years he will in all probability be a 
non-commissioned officer. 
If a cor- 


poral his pay will, on this account, be 
increased $2 a month. If a sergeant 
$5 a month. Therefore, at the end of 
five yearshis pay will probably amount 
to from $18 to *21 a month. 


"Erery penny of this, remember, 


may be laid away as savings, for the 
soldier's board, lodging, clothes and 
medical attention are all furnished 
free and he need not spend one cent 
of his pay. In fact, his allowance for 
clothing is nearly always more than 
he requires, and he saves something 
from that. 


"Now 
for comparison, take a labor- 


er in civil life and give him the bene- 
Qt of every premise. That is, suppose 
he gets $1.25 a day and is steadily em- 
ployed every working day in the year. 
He wifl get $32.50 a month. Out of 
this be will be compelled to spend $16 
a month for board and lodging, $5 a 
month for clothing and say $1 a 
month for medical attendance. These 
regular necessary expenses amount 
then to $22 a month, leaving him only 
$10.50, or $2 50 less each month than 
the soldier who draws the smal'est 
possible monthly pay, namely $13.The 
soldier at the end of rive years would 
have $7.50 to $10.50 more each month 
than he would had he remained in 
civil life. 


"There is also room for skillful aud 


educated men. A sergeant, major, 
quartermaster sergeant or commis- 
sary sergeant of a regimeno draws at 
the end of five years' service $37 a 
month in cash; a hospital steward or 
a first-class sergeanr, in the signal 
corps, $48, risiou tu $-">4 Tor 30 years' 
service. 


"If at the end of 20 \ ears' service a 


man is discharged 
on account of 


wounds or disease incurred in tbe ser- 
vice he will be supported lor the rest 
of his life at the Soldiers' home m 
Washington, and after 30 years' ser- 
vice he will be retired and paid in 
ruund numbers $1 a day upon which 
he can live at ease."

of the late lamented queen was placed 
beside the remains of the prince con* 
sort, Victoria's husband, in the mauso- 
leum at Frogniore. at 3 p. in. today. 
The- royal coffin was conveyed from 
Albert Memorial chapel at Windsor on 
a gun carriage drawn by artillery. 
There was present a distinguished 
gathering. 


The guard of honor was the late 


Queen's company of Grenadier guards, 
the regimental band accompanying the 
escort to the mausoleum. The cere- 
mony there was private, the immediate 
members of the royal family attending. 
The archbishop of York, the bishop of 
Winchester and the dean of Windsor 
officiated. 
The choir of St. George's 


chapel royal, Sir Walter Barrett dl- 
eetins, rendered the music. The choir 
met the procession at the steps of the 
chapel and vrith the clergy preceded 
the coffin, the royal personages, with 
the servants and the late queen's 
pipers, following.

•olace in this discourse of Dr. Talmage for 
those whose lives have many anxieties: 
text, Isaiah iii, 10, "Say ye to the right- 
eous that it shall be well with him." 
Here is a promise for people who are 


all right, but who will come and get it? 
How many, or, rather, how few, people 
do you know who are all right? If it 
were asked of any assembly that those 
who were sinless should rise up, none 
would rise except imbeciles and religious 
cranks. 
An accident happened near 60 


centuries ago that started the human 
race in the wrong way, and we have not 
got over it. 
We know a great many 


splendid men and splendid women, but 
they will tell you that they have not al- 
ways done the right thing -or thought the 
right thought. If it were any of your 
business, they could give you an inven 
tory of frailties and mistakes and infe 
licities that would be astonishing. Here 
then, you say, is a Bible promise that 
goes a-begging, "Say ye to the righteous 
that it shall be well with him." 


It is my delightful work today to show 


you that all the sons and daughters of 
Adam and Eve may appropriate thf 
benediction of my text if they will first 
do the right thing. Over here in the nex' 
street was a man who in great misfor 
tunes lost all he had and was positively 
beggared, but a letter comes from some 
European city where the land records are 
kept announcing to him that a great for 
tune is his. Now he is as opulent as h 
was pauperized. He doffs his rags and

year. On the next street is a man who 
was from perfect health prostrated, and 
he seemed to be sick uxito death, but a 
skillful physician took correct diagnosis 
of his disease and by prompt and vigor- 
ous treatment restored him to his former 
rigor. As to his health he was all wrong 
before: now lie is all right. In these two 
ways I illustrate my theme. 


Moral Bunkriiptcy. 


By sin we have all been morally bank- 


rupted. 
Christ the Lord from his infi- 


nite riches pays our debts and cm para- 
dises us in his mercy. From his richest 
wardrobe he puts on us the clean robe of 
his righteousness and pives us a palace in 
the heavens when we aie ready to go up 
and take it. Now, a.s to our spiritual es- 
tate we are all right. We were moially 
diseased, but Christ the physician, by a 
bath in the fountain of his grace, cures 
us. Now, as to our spiritual health we 
are all right. That is the way we come 
to the righteousness spoken of in the text. 
It is a contributed righteousness, a made 
over righteousness,, an imputed righteous- 
ness. The moment you got into right re- 
lations \\ ith Christ the L.orcl that moment 
yon can appreciate the magnificent com- 
fort of the text, and 1 defy you, in all 
this great book, from the first verse of 
the first chapter of Genesis to the last 
verse of the last chapter of Revelation, 
to find me a passage with higher and 
deeper and broader and longer comfort 
than that of the text, which is as deep as 
the Atlantic oooan half way between the 
continents, and high as the sun when the 
clock i.s sinking 12 at noon. But I Minll 
be swamped with the oceanic tides of this, 
subject unio--! the Lord help me to keep 
a foothold. ''Say ye to the righteous that 
it shall be vsell \\ith him." 


Bear in mind that but few people can 


stand \v01 Idly sucocs*. Water is a good 
thing, but too much of it will diown. 
Fire is a good thing, hut too murh of it 
will destroy. Light is a good thins, but 
too much of it dazzles and blinds. Suc- 
cess is a pood thing, but too much of it 
has overwhelmed many for this world 
and the next. 
If it were best for us, we 


would all be millionaires, live in palaces, 
like the Alhambra and lie as personally 
attractive as Cleopatra appeared to An- 
tony. 
But the mobt of folks could not 


endure such superabundance, and it is 
absolutely necessary in order to keep 
them right that 999 men out of 1,000 
should find life a struggle. It keeps them 
out of mischief. After Adam was eject- 
ed from the premises where by ten min- 
utes of employment ft day he could keep 
the garden and dress it the best thing 
that could happen to him was compulsion 
to work and fight. The ground that 
bloomed with spontaneous flowers and 
rustled with harvests that owed nothing 
to plow or hoe became hostile, and bram- 
ble was substituted for rose, and the 
panther growled where before he fawned, 
nnd horn and fang and hoof became bel- 
ligerent. That Edenic ejectment shows 
ns as nothing else ever could that idle- 
ness o.- only a few minutes of employ- 
ment a day are doom and overthrow. 
Put it down tmonj? your blessings in-

could wont them up on th» ln«*r» 


of your two hand* even If by accident or 
war you had lost one or two of the fin- 
gers. As to the realm ot personal at- 
ractlreness, how many women radiant 
of countenance and graceful of form do 
rou know who are unaffected and natural 
>f manner and deeply pious before God, 
using their beauty for the betterment of 
he world and not for selfish purposes? 
I only take the risk of asking tbe ques- 
tion and leave to you the risk of answer- 
._„ it. These things I say to show you 
:hat in order to have the promise of the 
:ext fulfilled in your case it is not neces- 
sary you have phenomenal worldly suc- 
cess. 
« 


Notice also that God gires the right- 


eous tbe power to extract good out of 
evil and by a divine chemistry to change 
the bitter into the sweet, and the harmful 
into the beneficial. Tbe promise that it 
shall be well with you does not imply 
that you are to be free from trouble. 
There is no escape from that. We all 
have family relations, and some of them 
will be making exit from this world, so 
that bereavement is the universal inherit- 
ance. So also is financial loss. The dif- 
ference between the prospered and those 
not prospered is the difference in the 
amount they can afford to lose. 
The 


more wealth a man has the more he can 
lose, but one man can afford to lose a mil- 
lion dollars where another man cannot 
afford to lose one dollar. On larger or 
smaller scale all suffer financial loss. 
Amid the rapidity of the revolutions of 
the wheel of national and international 
finance monetary perplexity is as com- 
mon as day or night. 
So also misinterpretation nnd slander 


come to all who live active lives. 
Our 


actions, thoroughly honest and above- 
board, may come under suspicion. Every 
courtroom at every term of court hears 
illustrations of the delusion of what is 
called circumstantial evidence. Innocent 
men are fined or imprisoned or electro- 
cuted because of an unfortunate conjunc- 
tion ol events. What is true in court- 
rooms is true in all circles of domestic or 
social or political or official life. 
You 


have been misunderstood and misrepre- 
sented or will be misunderstood or mis- 
represented. Then how can my text be 
true? My explanation is this: The man 
without any divine grace in his heart 
finds in these troubles irritation and un- 
belief and melancholia and despair. 
A 


Christian man finds in them submission 
and enlarged views and divine support 
and reconsecration. Bereavement to the 
worldling brings hard thoughts of God 
and a resistance so violent it dares not 
fully express itself. Bereavement brings 
to the Christian the thought of heavenly 
reunion and a more complete laying hold 
of God, and a more tender appreciation 
of the divine presence, and deeper grati- 
tude that we weie permitted to have the 
departed one so long, and a more lively 
sympathy for the sorrows of others and 
another evidence of God's love, for 
"whom the Lord loveth he cbasteneth."

Oh, the gigantic miseries of those 


who have too much! A man in Solomon's 
time expressed as philosophic and rea- 
sonable a wish as any man of those times 
or of our times.

sailles, France, as you stand in the bal- 
cony of the palace overlooking the Fin- 
land gulf, bewildered and transported as 
you look at the one display called the 
Golden Stairway fountain. The water 
rolls down over 24 steps 1 foot high and 
20 feet long. All of these 24 steps are 
"covered with sheets of burnished gold. 
Silver step of the water on stair* of gold! 
What a glee of liquids! Rolling, dashing, 
foaming, enrapturing splendors! Chorus 
of floods! Poetry of waters! Doxology 
of torrents! But that which most im- 
pressed me there and elsewhere is the 
abundance of water, the fact that there 
are so many waters that the continents 
can afford to throw them away into the 
s^a, Hndsone and Ohios, Oregons and 
Amazons, Rhines and Danube* and Vol- 
gas, and so abundant that the earth can 
afford to have its oceans evaporate into 
the heavens, Mediterraneans and Atlan- 
tics and Pacincs.

universe which come to all.

The case of Henry E. Youtsey, who 
was given a life sentence by a Scott 
county jury last October, will be called 
at Georgetown Tuesday.
